In  place  of  buying  hooka  written 
by  Canadian  author*,  quite  apart 
from  their  \aluei,  every  Canadian 
man,  woman  and  child  should  find 
out  .-'Onie  work  of  real  literature, 
whethar  it  b*  a  novel  or  ether  form 
of  raadlag  mattar.  that  gives  aplrlt- 
ual  aettlag.  moral  laauaa  and  the 
right  parspcetlv*,  and  get  a  kold  of 
tke  art  and  moater  It,  was  the  sug- 
geation  advanced  yeaterdsy  at  the 
weekly  luncheon  of  the  Victoria 
Kiwanis  Club  by  Miss  Helen  btew- 
art,  etty  Ukrprlan.  who  addressed 
th*  memh*r*  pf  th*  organisatiun  in 
th*  Dominion  Hotol  diniag-room  on 
"Canadten  Authora  and  Th*lr 
Works"  Mlaa  Stewart  appenled  for 
the  co-opeiWtton  of  the  KIwanlaruiln 
encouraging  an  appreciative  audience 
for  Canadten  literature  and  authors. 

The  ageaker  Bientleaed  test  year'a 
campaign  towarda  etlmutetlng  greater 
Intereet  in  Canadian  autlyors  and 
their  works.  Bhe  said  that  the  cam- 
paign appealed  to  the  citizens  for 
two  reasons,  namely,  that  Canadians 
liked  to  patronise  home  Industry, 
and.  aeoondly,  that  In  thla  era  of 
bualnaail  everyeae  wis  bm^  or  leaa 
tied  up  with  one  particular  line.  and. 
although  realising  that  literature  was 
not  so  Important  as  such  things  as 
real  estate,  gasoline,  etc..  yst  Cana- 
dlsna  liked  to  patronise  literature 
and  art  oai^e  Ig  a  wklle  for  a  little 
vartety. 

The  results  of  the  campaign,  while' 
drawing  more  attention  to  Canadian 
literature,  enabled  merchants  to  Kell 
a  good  many  booka.  and  a  large 
number  of  Canadian  shekels  went 
Into  the  pockets  of  Canadtea  vrltars 
and  publlaheraL 

Several  Mtetakc* 

Miaa  Stewart  dwelt  on  twb  reaaona 
which  aha  advanced  aa  mistakea  In 
laat  year'a  Canadian  Authors'  W*«k. 
Th*  first  mistake,  she  said,  was 
adapting  the  policy  of  patroalalag 
home  Industry  to  literature. 

"A  high  protective  tariff  wall  can- 
not be  built  up  around  brains.  The 
only  way  by  'IrhlOh  new  Ideaa  can  be 

secured  Is  by  rubbing  Ideas  and  rub- 
bing braln.i.  In  fact,  you  can't  have 
literature  nt  nil  without  brains. 
Whatever  may  be  the  merits  of  free 
trade  In  connection  with  the  onm- 
meretel  and  buslneaa  .  realm,  the 
prlaelple  af  free  trade,  to  the  only 
poUey  .la.  tke  eiMikante  of  Ideaa." 
Mlae  Stewart  contended. 

Th*  second  fundamental  error. 
Mlea  Stewart  atated.  w»a  .  even  worse 
than  tke  abot  Ltteratura  did  not 
consist  la  kgutag.  ok-  tke-  market  .  or 
moving  '  oa  '  tfte  market  a  oertain 
number  of  books.  The  method 
adopted  was  to  boost,  boost,  boost, 
regardlesn  of  quality,  Instead  of  en- 
couraging young  authora. 

"Canadians  even  encouraged  un- 
prepared people  O^link  Into  poor 
workmanship  ana  low  standards. 
The  only  way  to  get  the  right  kind 
of  mental  muscle  is  to  secure  that 
variety  of  literature  which  Is  wortk 
while,"  said  the  speaker. 

Mies  Stewart  Yleclared  that  some 
persons  try  to  get  life  through  at- 
tending conventions.  get-together 
meetings  and  participating  in  com- 
munity enterprises.  "Lltersture  lifts 
people  up  from  the  eplrltual  lethargy 
into  whl^h  they  have  fallen.  Th* 
trquble.to  that  wa  haven't  got  th* 
values  In  our  minda  at  all."  she  con- 
tinued, atating  that  there  was  a  vast 
difference  between  literature  and 
Journalism,  the  former  giving  vital 
personal  experiences  of  life,  their 
algnlflcancs  and  valuea,  while  the 
newspapers,  sks  ctetmed.  only  circu- 
lated information  nnd  facts 

Standards  of  Uterature 
"There  Is  no  doubt  that  we  meat 
have  aUndards  la  our  literature,  and 
we  cOrtelnly  cannot  have  them  wn- 
lees  we  know  them  We  may  talk 
of'Our  Canadian  Literature  and  Book 
Week,  and  while  it  is  a  thing  of  vast 
promise,  so  far.  there  haa  been  al- 
most no  achievement.  It  to  in  the 
^age  of  adol**o*w**.  paaalng 
through  the  plaaoef  peiVed. 

"Literature  is  the  backbone  and 
tho  vital  essence  of  the  nation,  and 
It  is  fltting  that  everyone  should  aa- 
alat  In  ceUbratlng  Canadten  Authora' 
Weak  by  encouraging,  to  tke  beet  of 
their  aMtlty.  the  appreetetlva  audi- 
ence, rather  thaa  purchaalag  uallm- 
Ited  quantities  of  koskd,*'  Mlaa  Stew- 
art concldded.

If 
thicM  figure* 'are  corr«cl^  they  illua- 
tr»te  the  necesiity  at'  a  ttronff,  co- 
o^rative  cjunpaiga  to  provide  new 
indvstrict  and  to  attpport  the  uiating* 
OMt  in  thii  province  so  a«  to  pre- 
v«nt  so  many  people  leaving  Britiih 
Columbia  to  seek  work  elsewhere. 
Tfie  exodui  is  undoubtedly  dn«  to 
UiKk  of  work.  One  of  the  objects  of 
ttvB  B.  C.  Products  Bureau  is  to  pomt 
tfaia  '^ay  to  prevent  a  coatkMMMC  of 
tMs  exodus.  That  organizataion  it 
encouraging,  in  every  way  in  its 
power,  the  support  of  home  imiM- 
Irlfs  which  mrans  the  creation  of 
roprc  employment.  It  is  assembling 
iain  dMitac  with  the  resotMes  of  the 
rrovincc  and  urtjiiit^  that  these  te- 
sourccs  be  developed.  We  do  not 
ki^ow  bow  nMch  atfention  H  gives  t4V 
Vancouver  Island,  but  it  is  chiefly  a 
Mainland  organixatiop  and  its  ex* 
attplc  ehouM  be  eoMrfatcd  in  this  acc- 
tion  of  the  Province  by  the  creation 
here  of  a  similar  body  with  ■iiniier 
pfrpoecs  and  iptent 

Local  industries,  especially  those  in 
t  small  way.  depend  for  the  basis  of 
tbcir  property  on  the  home  market. 
Unlear  our  own  people  buy  home 
product*  the  industries  concerned 
will  go  out  of  btisiness.  Unless  they 
buy  thc'tn  fa  prefcrtacc  to  oottide 
prodiirts  there  will  be  a  slump  in  the 
employment  market.  On  Vancouver 
Irfimd  tftia  QUdstioB  of  svttaiaiag  the 
home  market  does  not  seem  to  have 
been  understood  as  it  should  be.  It 
hae  been  very  difficult  to  arouse  in- 
ttrcst  in  the  fornAilatlon  of  organ- 
ized effort  to  promote  Vancouver 
Island  induetrica.  There  lAu  not 
been  a  proper     realization     of  how, 

^  from  small  beginnings,  with  steady 
iaud  profrestive  application.  Island 
resources,  now  lying  4ormant,  c^n  be 
developed.  It  has  been  brought  to 
our  notice  on  e^ores  of  occasions  that 
there  are  hundr^  of  tnen.  in  our 
midst  who  arc  kk1I^ed  workmen  in' 
partibiter  ttadcs  itt.' which  they  can 
find  no  openings  here,  chiefly  be- 
cansrthosf  40,»oi  «xi^  We 

h«ve  the  raw  'naUmh  A  variety 
of  industries,  but  tiMte  is  no  organ- 
ised effort  to  promote  Industrial  de- 
velopment. 

9o  long  as  there  is  lack  of  initia- 
tive fnd  enterprise,  and  particularly  a 
lack  of  co-operative  effort  to  insure 
development,  we  must  expect  that  a 
lack  of  employment  will  act  as  a 
deterrent  on  the  groMh  of  popula- 
ti^.  Our  patriotic  bodies,  who  con- 
centrate their  attention' on  civic  pro- 
gress, should  be  one  and  all  engaged 
at  this  tima  on  formulating  plans  de- 
signed to  encourage  the  investment 
of  capital  in  industry,  to  emphasise 
the  advantage  ok  baying  home  pro> 
(hut<«,  and  to  canvaM  onr  resources 
s«  as  to  put  forward  policies  respect- 
ing.!^ these  may  ba  developed.  We 
believe  that  is  the  greatest  task  that 
confronts  civic  patriotism.  It  should 
be,  undirtaVcn  hi  a  apirH  that  la  not 
pafochial  but  designed  to  benefit 
Vancouver  Island  as  a  whole.  The 
B.  C.  Produeta  Bureau  is  dobg  a 
good  work  on  the  Mainland  There 
should  be  f  aimilar  organisation  here. 
The  beat  invcttmeot  that  VictorU 
and  Vancouver  Island  can  have  is  the 

i  dissemination  of  the  knowledge  that 
our  own  peoplo  Ira  hrvcsting  In  our 
own  resources  and  making  them  psy. 
That  will  be  tk/t  ttrongcat  induce- 
ment to  ottt^Ma  capital  to  come  here. 
It  will  aolve  any  unemployment  prob- 
lem we  may  have  and  it  will  build  up 
a  happy,  prosperous  and  pptimiatie 
community. 

mPKMOWMKMT  90H  DEBT 

The  principle  involved  in  the  meas- 
ure now  before  tho  Legislature  which 
seeks  to  reintroduce  an  old  time  prac- 
tice of  imprisonment  for  debt  appears 
to  have  been  overlooked  by  the  apon« 
sort  of  that  b'"  which  is  an  amend- 
ment to  the  Supreme  Court  Act.  It 
h  over  60  years  since,  by  the  intro- 
duction of  a  new  Bankruptcy  Act,  im- 
pritonroent  for  debt,  except  when 
fraudulently  contracted,  was  abol- 
ished in  the  United  Kingdom  Debt- 
bra  have  been  a^bjected  to  imprison- 
ment Hi  ahooat  all  eoantrkt  aa4  at  all 
times.  Tt  is  an  archaic  practice  which 
led  to  wrongf  and  sufferings  consti- 
tuting punishment  in  the  great  major- 
ity of  case.i  t>eyond  the  deserts  of  the 
p«^os  involved.  Prisons  used  to  be 
crowded  with  dcblora  to  an  entent 
that  is  now  scarcely  credible  Thit 
practice,  as  it  obtained  in  England, 
was  pilloried  by  Dickens  and  other 
writert,  and  the  Marahalsea  and  the 
Tittt  Prison  obtained  a  most  unen- 
viable notoriety. 

>Ve  do  not  know  what  set  of  nr- 
ctimttances  led  up  to  the  Gov- 
ernment'e  decision  to  institute  im- 
pfiaoama»t  as  a  yaniahncnt  for  iodg- 
tnent  debtor ■  who  do  not  obey  the 
ooder  of  the  courta.  It  is  an  extcn- 
Jbn  to  a  Mghar  court  of  a  power  that

The  mere 
fact  of  personally  contracting  obliga- 
tions without  fraudulent  intent  and 
then  being  unable  to  meet  them 
should  not  carry  with  it  the  punish- 
nicnt  of  imprisonment.  It  it  true  that 
the  proposed  law  gives^  loophole  for 
escape  from  imprisonment  ifi  the 
showing  of  "good  cause"  for  the  fail- 
ure to  pay  constituting  absolution.

CONDITION!  AT  MERVILLE 


Following  his  visit  ty  Merville  Mr 
W.  J.  Bowser  will  ^be  able  to  tell  the 
Legislature  of  coaiitlons  being  tactd 
by  the  settlers  in  that  locality.  The 
Government  has  yet  to  enunciate  a 
policy  of  what  it  intend*  as  a  result 
of  the  sufferings  and  losses  sustained 
by  the  returned  men  who  have  lo- 
cated in  thai  diatrict.  It  Is  obvious 
to  anyone  who  has  taken  even  a 
cursory  interest  in  the  subject  that 
the  aettlcrs  are  faced  with  greater 
handicaps  than  any  to  whkh  they 
have  been  subjected  in  the  past  The 
recent  report  submitted  to  the  Gov- 
ernment  on  cf)nditions  there  was  tiot 
very  illuminating,  it  gave  expression 
to  pioa#^opes,  but  failed  to  deal  in 
anything  like  a  satisfactory  way  with 
tangible  realities.  We  do  not  beljeve 
that  Mr.  E.  D.  Barrow,  the  Minister 
of  Agriculture,  is  wholly  satisfied 
with  the  situation.  He  could  not  be, 
as  an  agriculturist,  fof*  the  coadttions 
now  prevailing  are  such  as  to  con- 
stitute too  heavy  a  handicap  pn  the 
settlcra. 

Ifr.  Bowser,  with  first  hand  infor- 
mation, has  an  opportunity  to  rouse 
the  Legislature  to  action.  The  settlers 
want  to  know  bow  they  are  to  get 
through  the  coming  Winter.  They 
do  not  want  doles  or  charity,  but  pro- 
ductive work,  whffch  will  tend  to  in- 
crease the  productive  value  of  their 
holdings.  It  should*  be  established, 
too.  once  for  all,  how  much  of  the 
land  settled  at  llerville  is  capable  of 
producing  a  decent  living  for  its  oc- 
cupants. That  is  the  crux  of  the  tit- 
nation.  The  land,  as  is  generally 
known,  is  very  unequal  in  its  oppor- 
tunities. Some  settlers,  therefore, 
are  very  much  handicapped  as  com- 
pared with  others.  The  Government, 
through  Us  Laod'  Settlement  Board, 
must  share  some  of  the  blame  for 
these  conditiont.  Taken  as  a  whole 
thii^  qucstioo  of  lOrville  raises  the 
problem  of  the  efficacy  of  the  Land 
Settlement  Board.  This  is  one  that 
ought  to  be  taken  cognisance  of  by 
the  Legislature.  In  the  interim  some 
definite  plan  of  action  to  relieve  the 
l^li^t  of  the  Uervllle  settlers  ahould 
be  decided  upoo  without  any  more 
loss  of  time.

Even  in  the  days  when  Victoria 

was  in  its  infancy  and  The  Colonist 
had  only  discarded  swaddling 
clothes,  this  paper  took  a  deep 
interest  in  the  public  affairs  of  the 
city.  Some  of  our  readers  may  have 
noticed  that  "Fifty  Years  Ago"  the 
total  revenue  of  the  city  was  but 
twelve  thoosand  dollars  and  that  rate- 
payers were  urged  by  the  editor  of 
that  day  to  get  on  the  voters'  list 
and  exercise  all  their  influence  in 
favor  of  efficient  civic  government. 
Municipal  revenue  has  grown  since 
those  "ancient  days,"  and  the  neces- 
sity for  efficiency  in  administration 
has  lacreasad  fas  a  corraaponding 
degree. 

Rev.  Wm.  Briggs,  D.D.,  whose 
death  in  Toronto  is  announced,  was 
well  knoWn  in  most  parts  of  Can- 
ada, and  was  .specially  well  known 
to  '*the  people  called  Methodists."

Yet  the  Publicity  ^Bureau  -which 
properly  discarded  the  name  Develop- 
ment Aaaoclatlon — clings  to  the  be- 
lief that  tourists,  and  not  Induetrtea, 
are  reaulred  for  the  prpeperlty  of 
this  community. 

Does  anyone  Imagtna  that  thoae 
famUlse  of  Canadlana  who  are  about 
bo  become  Aoierican  citlsens,  will 
again  become  raaidants  of  Victoria  l>e- 
cauae  of  the  peraunalve  eloquence  of 
the  Tourtat  AaaaclatlonT  What  would 
Induce  them  to  retunsf  it  is  certain 
that  they  would  immediately  prepare 
to  oome  home  if  VlotorU  iMoamo  a 
centre  of  Industrial  activity,  if  jobs 
were  plentiful,  and  if  the  future 
promised  a  variety  of  opportunities  to 
your  men  and  women.  The  people  of 
thifl  Island  are  loyal  people.  The 
Great  War  proved  that.  And  the 
thought  tliat  their  ohUdren  are  to 
learn  devotion  to  a  foreign  flag  is 
a  sad  thought  toHnany  of  thoea  whose 
neeeaeitiee  have  driven  them  into 
exile.  The  Publicity  Bureau  may  re- 
gard such  |>atrlotltm  aa  a  foolish 
sentiment;  anil  It  may  aeeni  that 
thoae  parties  of  pruaperouM  travelers 
which  visit  ut  by  the  Sydney-Ana- 
cortee  ferry  route  offer  atopic  00m- 
peaaaUen  for  the  loee  of  many  families 
of  worfcen  of  British  birth.  So.  in 
order  that  sentiment  and  patriotism 
^lay  be  banished  from  thin  critlclam, 
and  that  the  controversy  may  b«  con- 
oTiif-d  siiU'ly  with  dollars  and  centa, 
wo  may  agree  to  disregard  quality  and 
to  deal  solely  with  the  figures.  But, 
aa  we  consider  tha  problem  from  a 
mereenary  point  of  view,  we  may  stin 
question  whether  it  is  reasonable  to 
expaet  tOuHets  to  become  realdents 
of  Victoria  when  our  own  people  who 
lonir  to  return  to  their  homes  are 
unable  to  find  oppoftunttlea  to  do  ao. 

There  is  no  evideaoe  to  aupport  the 
stetemenvao  frequently  made,  that  a 
large  population  nmiat  firat  be  secured 
and  that  Induatriee  will  follow.  The 
flight  to  the  United  Rtates  In  search 
of  work  In  a  proof  that  Industriee 
are   necessary.     And  If  it  were  true 

that  tourists  bu^id  oitlee  ai^d  bring 
induatries.  the  Tellowatone  Park 
should  be  a  metrepoUa  and  the  Omnd 
Canyon  an  Industrial  eentre  offering 
cheap  power.  If  tourists  contributed 
largely  to  population  the  Swlsa  Alps 
should  now  be  the  moot  thlekly  popu- 
lated area  in  Europe. 

The  theory  is  ridleulous.  It  la  Im- 
portent  aolely  beeauaa  ot  ite  tragic 
consequenoea.  Indvatrtaa  are  neces- 
sary in  order  that  civilised  men  and 
women  may  find  work.  Great  amuse- 
ment centres  exist  only  when  It  i« 
poaslble  to  draw  holiday  crowds  from, 
great  Industrial  areaa.  The  policy  of' 
the  Victoria  and  Island  publicity 
Bureau  will  not  help  te  bulM  a  great 
city.  It  will  not  oven  make  n  elty 
of  homee,  beeauaa  touth  ie  ambltloue, 
and  few  boys  and  girla  of  British 
blood  will  be  satisfied  with  the  pros- 
poct  of  excelling  as  aervants  of  tour- 
iata  or  In  the  homcir  of  thoae  who  are 
expe<  ted  to  come  to  Victoria  to  live 
In  Idleneea.  Industrial  dsvelopment 
is  necessary:  and  In  order  tO  attract 
Induatriea.  it  wiU  be  nseemnry  to  col- 
lect aeenrate  Informatlen  m.  regard 
to  the  resources  of  Vancouver  Island, 
and  to  tell  the  xtory  of  opportunitiea 
to  buiilness  men  when  they  are  gt 
work   after   their  holidays.

Segregation  of  Ciilaeae 
Sir,— As  a  medical  student  whoae 
pressure  of  time  for  atudiee  Is  to 
great.  I  have  no  intention  to  prolong 
my  glacuaston  over  the  question  of 
segregstioa  ot  tha  Chinese  pupils  m 
Vleteria,  but' lust  a  few  words  more 
to  point  out  the  eelflahneaa  and  abort- 
alghtedneee  of  Mr.  W.  J.  DandrtdgO 
whoso  letter  appeared  In  The  Oa|en- 
Ut  aome  time  ago.  1  don't  t>elleve 
that  he  has  made  any  effort  to  think 
out  the  deeper  meaning  of  my  recent 
article.  Hta  own  aeltlehness  and 
ahort-alghtednaas  have  proaspted  him 
to  condemn  me  for  thaahtng  the 
teachers  alone  and  omitting  tO  men- 
tion the  taxpayers.  Well,  he  le  not 
the  only  taxpayer  in  Victoria  What 
he  pays  out  annually  from  hi*  own 
pocket  to  the  city  treasury  is  oom- 
pamtlvaly  amalL  However,  I  wish  to 
thank  hit*  aad  tha  reat  of  the  tan- 
payers  Just  the  name.  I  djd^not  es- 
press  my  thanks,  at  flrst,  lib  the  taa- 
payers,  for  the  nlmpl<'  reojwn  that 
it»y  father,  being  a  loyal  British 
subject  for  the  past  twenty  years, 
and  a  Canadian  oitisen  for  twenty - 
five  yeara,  la  alao  one  of  the  tax- 
payers in  the  City  of  Victoria.

you  cannot  get  it  from  the  -liquor 
fltores;  you  must  carry  it  away  by 
the  aackful.  I  want  Hie  new  Attor- 
ney-Oeneral  to  ahow  courage.  He 
knows  hie  own  opinion  on  this  mat- 
ter. Bring  in  an  amendment  that 
will  permit  the  people  who  desire  to 
do  BO,  to  aecure  a  lighter  kieverago  In 
smaller  quantities." 

Major  nurde  nuKRented  the  Attor- 
ney-General, when  he  told  the  Iloune 
of  hla  determination  to  enforce  the 
act,  should  have  taken  another  view 
und  considered  how  magiatrateo  and 
Judgsa  have  been  ahowlng  their  con- 
tempt of  thoee  atool-plgeona  and  spiee 
who  were  everywhere  being  discredit- 
ed. There  could  be  no  doubt  there 
waa  a  popular  approval  of  the  action 
of  the  courta  in  so  dealing  with  the 
evidence  of  Hurh  ngents.  Was  It  not

They  are  crowded 
becaune  a  man  can  there  get  one 
drink  If  he  wants  It,  or  a  dosen  If 
he  dealrea  It.  but  he  does  not  have  to 
take  It:  but  I  can't  get  one  drink 
from  your  stores.  I  can  go  Into  a 
bootleggers  and  got  a  cool  glass 
right  off  the  lee.  wipe  off  my  mous- 
tache, and  go  out.  I  ean*t  do  that  in 
your  Uquor  storea.  Is  that  not  better 
for  the  youth  of  the  country  than 
your  methods  under  your  act?" 
Ettforccmont  Difficult 

Major  Burde  agreerl  the  Attorney- 
General  had  a  great  ia.«k  before  him 
In  enforcing  the  present  Liquor  Act, 
and  he  declared  that  the  statement 
of  the  Opposition  leader,  that  liquor 
stores  had  been  forced  upon  commu- 
nities which  did  not  want  them,  was 
Incorrect  ao  far  as  the  riding  of  Al- 
bernl  waa  concerned.  The  fact  that 
though  he  had  requested  four  atorea 
to  he  opened  In  hl«  widely  erattered 
riding,  and  there  wan  no  public  op- 
position, fh»'  Atlorney-tJeneral  >v..\il.l 
allow  l.nt  <mc,  Hnd  latterly,  another 
waa  OHt.if,ii«h.>d  at  Parksvine.  He 
asserted  the  Opposition  leader  waa 
wrong  when  he  stated  there  Were 
eighty-three  different  brands  of 
"boose. "  He  (Major  Burde)  had  in- 
spected the  price  Hat,  and  he  oould 
find  but  flfty-dx  brands. 

Major  Bonle  eonfeaee>l  h>-  had 
some  sympathy  with  the  i..te  Attor- 
ney-General  (Mr.  .1.  W  de  H  Karrla). 
"who  Is  taking  hla  medicine  smil- 
ingly." The  expression  upon  the  faoe 
of  the  latter  when  the  OppoalUon 
leader  was  taking  thrusts  at  the 
present  encumbent  in  the  office  could 
only  be  adequately  deaerfbod  by  that 
Bible  qiiotaUon  which  makee  the  Ion 
of  DhvM  any:  "And  I  hnted  all  my 
labor  wherein  I  tobored  under  the 
aun.  oeelng  that  I  must  leave  it  unto 
the  man  who  ahall  be  over  me  An.l 
he  knoweth  where  he  shall  be  ;i  wise 
man  or  a  fool,  yet  ahall  he  ha  v.  rui« 
over  nil  my  lahor  wherelTi  1  have 
labored  <>i\il  wliorein  I  have  shown 
wisdom  under  the  nun  Thia  ^ 
vanity." 

GIvea  Wamliw 
Major  Burde  recalled  he  had  al- 
ways received  courteous  attention  at 
the  hands  of  the  varloua  Ministers 
when  he  sought  anything  for  his  con- 
atltuency — sometimes  promisee  were 
not  kept — but  yet  the  members  of  the 
Oovernment  must  recognize  that  If. 
kefore  the  Hou*e  adjourned.  there 
vras  not  browirbi  down  legislafion 
meeting  the  crying  needs  of  the  time, 
the  members  might  yet  be  found  OS- 
eroislng  their  ancient  right  that  there

*<l  that,  if  Coast  repraeentatlves  of 
the  railroad  had  no  authority  to  act. 
the  matter  ahould  be  Ihkea  to  the 
higheat  power. 

•sveral  dlreetotu  criticised  such  a 
course,  however,  pointing  <jut  that  the 
Sooke  Lake  line  was  a  dotall  which 
Sir  Henry  Thornton,  the  new  preal- 
dent  of  the  C.  N.  R  ,  would  have 
nothing  to  do  with.  It  waa  alj>o  stat- 
<d  that  Sir  Henry  had  not  yet  taken 
over  the  actual  dIreoUon  of  the  road, 
und  that  In  any  evtnt  the  deckdon 
would  be  delegntod  to  eome  sakordln- 
ale  oSelal. 

Pears  Oontnakm 

Mr.  Mayhew  held  that  It  would

and  he  believed  thai  if  au'-h  a  plan 
were  effected  It  wouui  por,tp..ne  In- 
definitely the  completion  of  the  oflg- 
Inal  terming  j^roiyalkms  ot  tlw  Oan« 
udian  National. 

"What  we  tfienld  aSk  for  Is  extan- 
a«on  of  the  C.  N,  R.  tracks  to  tho 
Johnson  Street  Bridge  and  an  early 
commencement  uf  conatructlon  of  the 
terminal  buildings,"  aald  .Mr.  May- 
hew. "Victoria  today  ii  l-,iiiinK  Us 
biggest  bet  as  a  result  pf  the  lack  of 
proper  Interchange  facUltlaa,  and  the 
ueceaatty  on  the  part  of  wholesale 
houses  and  manufacturing  planta  to 
pay  huge  bills  for  trucking.  All  that 
cost,  which  U  handicapping  Victoria 
In  competition  with  other  cities,  could 
be  eliminated  if  there  waa  mure 
trackage  and  dire<  t  connections  be- 
tween these  houses  and  the  rati  tar- 
mlnals  and  wharves.  Under  preeent 
conditions,  thess  houeee  cannot  uee 
the  ahlpplag  that  is  avallakle  on  a 
aattafaetory  basla  at  all.  We  are 
strangled  in  our  aaplratton  for  port 
development."

Mr.  Lawrence, 
representing  the  l^nlvemlty  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia,  aluinnae  societies  of 
Victoria  and  Vancouver  marshalled 
hla  points  well,  showing  how  cramped 
and  unsatisfactory  tha  praaent  ac- 
commodation la  both  trom  the 
standpoint  ot  ataff  and  atadanta,  and 
urged  the  neceaalty  ot  taUBOdlaU 
Improvement  of  tha  condlttooa. 

The  University  wa»  established  In 
1110  aa  a  branch  of  McOlll;  In 
the  preaent  building  was  constructed.

Two  resolutioriH  dealing  with  a 
propoaed  bill  to  be  placed  before  the 
Provincial  Legi.tiuture  having  for  Ita 
object  the  Ucenalng  of  chlropraotora 
la  tha  Province,  were  unanlmoualy 
passod  at  a  largely  atUndad  maotlag 
of  aapporUra  of  the  aclaaee  of  chlro- 
praotlo  held  In  the  Alexandra  Hall 
laat  night.  The  flrat  reaolution.  moved 
and  seconded  by  Alderman  B.  8. 
Woodward  and  Mr.  H.  C.  Helgeaen, 
respectis  ely.  emphasised  i  he  atate- 
ment  that  thousands  of  resideota  of 
Britlah  Columbia  had  reoatvad  hoaa- 
nu  from  ohlropraotlo  treatment,  and 
that  the  efilelenoy  aad  auocaa  of  the 
practice  had  been  definitely  estab- 
lished in  Canada,  United  States  and 
other  countrlea.  In  conaeijuence. 
therefore.  It  was  reaolved  by  the 
meeting  that  earneat  appeal  be  made 
to  the  Government  and  the  Legis- 
lature to  give  the  propoaed  bill  their 
utmost  support  aad  by  paadaB  (he 
blU  lata  laaR  raoavataM  tha 
feaaable  rl^ita  of  dttaapg  «a 
their  own  doctors. 

The  aooaad  resolution,  nuived  by 
Mr.  George  Flllbrook  and  s4conded 
by  Mr.  Edward  Adams,  dealt  with 
actions  takon  under  authority  of  praa- 
eat  law.  a«alaat  the  practice  of  chlro- 
praetle  aclence.  The  raaolutlona 
claimed  that  a  number  of  qualified 
chiropractors  In  Britlah  Columbia  had 
been  pro.tecuted,  fined  and  aentenced 
to  lmprl«oiitiient,  not wlthatandlng  the 
fact  that  thouaanda  of  people  were 
ready  to  teatlfy  to  benefits  to  tholr 
health  received  throach  chiropractic 
treatment.  Bueh  proaecuttofis.  the 
resolution  claimed,  were  made  on  the 
authority  of  recent  amendmenin  to 
the  Medlral  Act;  which  act  aa  amend- 
ed, waa  charged  with  destroying  the 
rights  and  llbertlea  of  chiropractic 
practitioners  and  leaving  them  at  the 
mevcy  of  aasoelatlona'  of  ordlndky 
medical  pra6tlUoners.  at  whose  Inatl- 
gatlon  the  erltlolaed  amendmenta 
were  brought  forwitfd  a^d  paaaad  by 
the  Legislature. 

Persecution  of  chiropractors  under 
exUtlng  law  waa  characUrlaad  In  the 
raaolution  aa  unjaat  and  tyrannical, 
and  the  law  Itself  named  a  curtail- 
ment of  the  llbertlea  of  His  Majeaty  a 
subjects.  It  was.  therefore,  reaolved 
by  the  meeting  that  appeal  be  made 
to  tha  Attcrney-Oeneral  to  take  such 
ateps  aa  are  neceaaary  to  hava  all 
pending  prosecutiona  of  ehlropTaatara 
delayed  until  tfo  ptapooed  hUl  haa 
been  dealt  wKh.
